East End Election Update: 


Absentee Ballots Matter

mong the many stories of the 2020 election, 

one that may prove most enduring is the 
power of the absentee ballot, which arrived in 
record numbers and may still have an impact in 
elections of consequence here on the East End. 
A reported 140,000 absentee ballots are waiting 
to be counted in Suffolk County, but that tally- 
ing will not begin until November 16, pursuant 
to New York State election law that deems no 
absentee ballots may be counted until two weeks 
after Election Day, so ballots mailed before the 
November 3 deadline by overseas members of 
the military are given time to arrive. 


Republican New York Congressional District 
1 incumbent Republican Lee Zeldin had a 61% to 
39% lead—65,120 votes—over Democratic chal- 
lenger Nancy Goroff, and had declared victory 
at press time, although Goroff has not conceded 
and roughly 65,000 absentee ballots remain in 
the district. 


In New York State Senate District 1, 
Republican Anthony Palumbo had won 57% 
of the votes at press time—an 18,736 vote lead 
ahead of Democrat Laura Ahearn—with roughly 
about 32,000 absentee ballots to be counted. 
Ahearn has also not conceded. 


The race for Southampton Town Justice 
Court awaits the absentee count, with Democrat 
incumbent Karen Sartain sitting at 49%, just 
behind Republican challenger Patrick Gunn. 


In New York Assembly District 1, incumbent 
Fred Thiele (Democrat, Independence) appears 
headed toward retaining his seat, with 53% of 
the vote against Republican challenger Heather 
Collins. 


On Shelter Island, the race for Town Justice 
sees Democrat challenger Stanley Birnbaum 
with 54% of votes, ahead of Republican 
incumbent Helen Rosenblum. On the North 
Fork, the New York Assembly District 2 race 
shows Republican candidate Jodi Giglio with 
62% of reported votes, leading Democrat Laura 
Jens-Smith (36%) and Libertarian William Van 
Helmond (2%). 


The vacant Riverhead Town Justice 
seat left by the passing of Justice Allen Smith 
this past July goes to Republican Sean Walter, 
who held a 7,933 to 4,989 lead over 
Democrat Joseph DiBenedetto after Election 
Day. The top eight NY Supreme Court 
District 10 judges are Valerie Cartright, Randy 
Sue Marber, Derrick Robinson, Erica Prager, 
Kathy Bermann, Joseph Conway, Timothy 
Mazzei and Gary Knobel. The two appointed 
Suffolk County Court judges are James Hudson 
and Stephen Braslow. And the two Suffolk 
County Family Court judges are Caren Loguercio 
and James Malone.

Sign Company, each 21”x30” banner is indi- 
vidualized to honor a specific person with his or 
her name, branch of service and a photograph. 
Community members are encouraged to spon- 
sor a veteran, living or deceased by submitting 
an application (available at downtownriver- 
head.org) and image to the Veteran’s Advisory 
Committee. The cost to sponsor a banner is 
$225 for one year of seasonal display, and they 
will hang from downtown lamp posts annually 
from April to June in celebration of Memorial 
Day, and September to November in observance 
of Veterans Day. The application process will 
reopen annually, allowing new applicants the 
opportunity to sponsor their veteran. g&

Community-Police 
Relations in Two 
Hamptons Towns

R elations between communities and their 
police are more under the microscope than 
ever, and efforts to improve them are the focus 
of efforts in the towns of Southampton and East 
Hampton as they begin their New York State— 
mandated assessments of local police depart- 
ments and ask local residents to share their 
thoughts. 


The Community Law Enforcement Review 
Committee (CLERC) is urging Southampton 
Town residents to fill out a quick survey designed 
to examine the perceptions about policing and 
policies implemented by local law enforcement 

-agencies. “In an effort to respond to the gover- 
hor’s order and in a continued effort to maintain 

- optimal policing and strengthen trust between 
the Town of Southampton Police Department 
and the communities it serves, the Southampton 
Town Board appointed the Community Law 
Enforcement Review Committee,” town officials 
stated. The committee comprises advocacy and 
civic group representatives, clergy, community 
members, police professionals, criminal justice 
experts and local elected officials. 


The survey, titled “Your Opinion Matters,” 
includes questions on the topics of the 
Southampton Town Police Department’ s prin- 
cipal role, programs offered, mental health and 
substance abuse calls, community relations and 
presence in schools. The survey is available on 
southamptontownny.gov in English and Spanish 
until November 23, at which point answers will 
be reviewed by the Town Board to draft a plan 
of action by Governor Andrew Cuomo’s April 1 
deadline. “This will not be the only opportunity 
for the public to weigh in,” town officials added. 


East Hampton Town began its public comment 
period on police reform on October 29, with a 
community listening session held by the Town 
Board and East Hampton Town Police Chief 
Michael Sarlo. Town officials described this first 
session as the start of the “collaborative process 
of developing a plan to ensure mutual trust and 
respect between our community and our dedicat- 
ed police force.” In order to continue this critical 
dialogue, a dedicated email address has been 
set up to receive comments from East Hampton 
Town residents. Comments and concerns can 
be sent to policereformcomments@ehamp- _ 
tonny.gov. Alternatively, signed or anonymous 
letters may be placed in the drop box outside

Can East Hampton Law Help 
Restaurants Survive Winter?

s restaurants across the Hamptons and 

North Fork prepare for a winter that 
will without doubt be more challenging than 
any other in recent memory, the question of 
numbers is not only how many patrons they 
will have—and legally be allowed to have—but 
where they can put them. New York State has 
yet to increase the legal indoor-dining capacity 
here on the East End, so the levels of creativ- 
ity and government support must inevitably 
increase. 


The Town of East Hampton is mulling over 
instating a law that would allow restaurants to 
transfer 100% of their indoor seating capacity 
(in nonresidential zones—in residential areas, 
the number would be 75%) to outdoor space. 
“Restaurants have been among the hardest 
hit businesses in our town, and many of the 
folks that work at them are out of work or their 
incomes have been significantly reduced,” said East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc, 
“and, generally, everybody recognizes that outdoor dining is a much safer way to dine.” Social 
distancing and other safety protocols would remain in effect in the heated tents, igloos and other 
inventive ways restaurateurs have reimagined dining spaces.

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My First Office 


Maybe It Should Be in the Penthouse of the Tallest Building on the East End

omeone asked me the other day where I had my first 
Dan’s Papers office. I told them it was the big seven- 
story building in Montauk, the tallest building on the East 
End. 
At the time, it seemed like a great idea. 
‘*y That building, in 1964, was abandoned. It had been 
“£ constructed in the Roaring ’20s by a Miami Beach resort 
developer who felt that the downtown area of Montauk 
should be a city. He’d build the first skyscraper facing a new town plaza he’d 
created. He’d take his rich friends up to the penthouse on the seventh floor 
and with the wave of an arm show them building lots for sale elsewhere on 
the Plaza where they could create more skyscrapers. Montauk would be a 
city of 100,000. 
But then the Crash of 1929 intervened, no other skyscrapers appeared, 


eed 
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and Carl Fisher had to abandon his dream by going bankrupt. 

So by 1956, when my dad moved our family to Montauk and I came along 
as a teenager, this tall building, its paint peeling, was called the “White 
Elephant” by all the locals. A spooky place. It never occurred to me then that 
this would be my first office. 

In 1960, though, I started Dan’s Papers in Montauk as a summer 
newspaper something-to-do while I was home from college. For the first 
three years, I did everything myself. I sold the ads, wrote the stories, printed 
5,000 copies at a print shop and distributed them on my back to, among 
other places, the 40 new motels that had just been built in various locations 
for vacationers in that town. 

All during that period, between 1960 and 1963, I had no office other than 
the desk in my bedroom at my parents’ house on South Fairview Avenue in 
Montauk. 

But then I got the idea of having an office, specifically, up in the penthouse, 
the crowning jewel, of the White Elephant. 
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By that time, the building had become occupied. Or at least the first 
floor did. The year before, a real estate firm calling itself the Montauk 
Improvement Company had remodeled the interior at street level. It was a 
new company, now picking up the pieces from the Carl Fisher bankruptcy, in 
business to “improve” Montauk by selling off the many lots Mr. Fisher had 
failed to sell.So now there was somebody to see on the first floor about the 
penthouse up top. His name was Frank Tuma, the manager. I just walked in 
past a receptionist and sat across from him until he got off the phone. I knew 
him and he knew me. He had a small ad in the paper. 

“It’s time for me to have an office,” I said. “The paper has grown. Not 
enough for me to be able to pay any rent. Anyway. I’d like to be up in that 
penthouse. Could I have it? I’d only need it for the summer. Then I’m off to 
grad school.” | 

“Knock yourself out,” he said. 

I thanked him and moseyed over toward the bank of elevators to go up. I 
was very excited. 

“Use the stairs,” Frank said. “The elevators haven’t worked since 1938.” 
He pointed to a curved stairway that led up to a mezzanine. 

Well, that wouldn’t stop me. So up I went. Way up top, the penthouse 
consisted of two rooms that had doors leading outside. A tiled patio 
surrounded the penthouse. I went out and got giddy enjoying the best view 
of the entire Montauk peninsula. Then I went back inside. One room was a 
living room, kitchen and bar. The other room was a bedroom where a king- 
sized bed faced an enormous fireplace with an oil painting—tattered but still 
on the wall—of a giant bull. Carl’s hideaway. 

_ It had, however, been a heck of a climb up all those stairs. I decided I’d 

find a desk somewhere further down. It was certainly more sensible. 
I checked out each of the five floors on the way down. Each was an open 
' space containing a dozen or more old wooden desks and chairs for office 
_ workers. Papers, old manual typewriters, two-piece telephones and blotters 
were strewn about. There were also filing cabinets, conference tables and 
bookshelves. Everything was covered with dust. And on one wall, on the 
third floor, I saw a large wall calendar opened to JUNE 1938. There also was 
a men’s room and a ladies’ room on each floor. They were wedged between 
the elevator and a small private office for a floor manager. Of course, the 
toilets didn’t flush. There was no running water upstairs. 

Apparently, the workers had abandoned the building on a single day in 
June of 1938. Just upped and walked out. 

Eventually I settled in the small semi-private floor manager’s office on 
the third floor. Out its window, I could see over the town. So there, on a 
beat-up old Remington typewriter, I wrote the stories for the newspaper 
that summer. 

At one point, I asked Mr. Tuma if I could put a small Dan’s Papers sign 
over the entrance to the building, next to the much larger MONTAUK 

IMPROVEMENT COMPANY sign. He sighed and said no. But he said yes to 
another request. 

I'd told him I liked being alone up there. But customers might want to 
come up. Could he arrange for a secretary to show a visitor the stairs? He 
could. 

“How about,” I asked, “if a secretary could use an intercom to tell me 
somebody had come in?” I told him how we could do it. We could run a wire 
from an intercom on a secretary’s desk out the window on the first floor 
then up the outside wall to the second floor and into my window. What did 
he think? 

“T'll do one better,” Frank said. “I'll run a wire out the window to a phone 
extension up there. It will be your line. and we'll answer it on the first floor 
when you aren’t there.” 

I was overjoyed. 

So that’s where I worked all that summer, the window open to catch the 
breezes and, of course, to allow for all my telephone calls, coming in or going 
out. 

One day the secretary called my extension to tell me I had a visitor. This 
was the only visitor I had that whole summer. 

“He’s a salesman from IBM. He wants to sell you to the new IBM Selectric 
Composer typewriter.” 


“I don’t want one. I have my Remington.” 

“What do you want me to do? He says he came all the way out to see you.” 

“Well, send him up,” I sighed. 

‘And so this sweaty, heavyset man in a suit and tie came puffing upstairs, 
out of breath, carrying a very heavy typewriter. Dangling from it was an 
electric cord. I’d seen the ads for it. It was a big deal. Using it made it easier 
to press the keys. He grunted, plopped it down on my desk and sat across 
from me. 

Next he shook my hand, gave me his business card and, after a brief 
introduction, gave me an enthusiastic 10-minute sales pitch describing all 
the typewriter’s features. When it ended, he patted it on the top. 

“Well, what do think?” he said. “You’re going to want one for all of your 
reporters.” 

“Td heard it makes a loud whirring noise.” 

“T’ll show you what this baby can do,” he said. patting it again. He grabbed 
the cord. “Where can I plug it in? Judge it for yourself.” 

“There’s no electricity up here,” J told him. 

This was followed by a long silence. And then he said “Oh,” sat another 
minute, then stood, gathered up his machine and left.

When summer ended, I cleared my desk and also took—or stole—half a 
dozen files from an old filing cabinet behind where I was sitting. The files 
contained back-and-forth correspondence from 1937 between Carl Fisher 
in retirement in Miami Beach and Tom Ringwood, the manager of Carl’s 
bankrupt company in Montauk. 

Carl was asking if the advertising in the New York Daily Mirror resulted 
in any sales. Had the 4oth reunion of the Rough Riders in Montauk brought 
any new business? What about the car races? 

Nothing had worked, Ringwood wrote back. 

I felt like a thief, stealing those files. And so I gave the originals to the 
Wolfson Museum in Miami Beach, and copies I’d made went to the Montauk 
Library. 

The next summer I had a real office in a barn on Gay Lane in East Hampton. 
Ten years later, the “White Elephant” was converted into a condominium 
and, I believe, all the contents on those upper floors were hauled off to the 
dump.

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Protest Shines New Light on the 
Shinnecock Nation’s Past and Future

n 2019, the Shinnecock Monument billboard was erected on Sunrise 

Highway in Hampton Bays as a potential economic boon for the 
Indigenous nation. The billboard immediately sparked controversy with 
the Town of Southampton and New York State, with the latter filing a 
lawsuit halting construction of a planned second billboard on the opposite 
side of the highway. Now, as 2020 draws to a close and the second, unbuilt 
monument remains in contention, a group within the Shinnecock Nation 
called the Warriors of the Sunrise have embarked on a month-long protest, 
starting a Sovereignty Camp on the Westwoods land to demand New York 
State drop its lawsuit, among other goals. 

“We're growing every day,” says Warriors of the Sunrise member Tela 
Troge. “We've really built up camp infrastructure. We have sanitation, 
electricity, a core group of about 25 campers. We have a lot of supplies and 
food and are gaining a lot of support.” Troge notes that financial support 
has been strong, with a GoFundMe page set up, and someone even took 
out an ad on the monument sign. “It’s been pretty overwhelming. We hada 
small action a couple of nights ago when we did a rush hour protest on the 
highway that had a really good turnout.” 

But so far, nobody representing New York State or the Town of 
Southampton has come to the Sovereignty Camp. “We haven’t heard from 
either. No one from the state or town has reached out to us regarding 
our demands,” says Troge, who says she is not surprised. “They’ve been 
ignoring-slash-oppressing us for the past 400 years so we’re not too terribly 


concerned, but we do expect to start discussions with them sooner rather 
than later. We’re quite serious about getting New York State to drop the 
lawsuit about the sign.” 

One person Troge expects to reach out is Southampton Town Supervisor 
Jay Schneiderman, who says that the experience of governing a town that 
contains a sovereign nation is a challenge. “It is a unique situation to have 
a nation within a town,” says Schneiderman. “All of the members of the 
Shinnecock Nation are also residents within the town and voters within 
the town and my constituents. But they very much operate like a separate 
government, almost like a separate country. In Southampton, we're really 
proud of the presence of an Indigenous Native American tribe. I think it 
adds a tremendous amount to the Southampton experience and culture. 
It’s part of our tapestry, certainly. It’s a deep part of our history.” 

Schneiderman acknowledges that he can’t “undo the history, beginning 
with colonial times, in terms of how the Shinnecock were treated—their land 
stolen, disease brought here, lots of questionable treaties and land deals. I 
can’t undo that. But at least we can try to work together now and address 
the ongoing issues of poverty, malnutrition and economic development.” 

Of course, COVID-19 has amplified all the challenges the Shinnecock 
face. “For a long time, we weren't affected by the virus itself but we were hit 
almost immediately by the economic fallout,” says Troge. “We were already 
in kind of a bad place, but things just got that much worse when everything 
shut down. We started to face very real and very serious consequences of 
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being food-insecure and having inadequate housing situations.” 

Troge adds that a recent outbreak at Southampton College led to 
residents of the reservation contracting the virus, which made things even 
worse for the struggling community. Troge says that the ongoing lawsuit 
from New York State is making things even more difficult. “We’re in a 
situation where we havea New York State Supreme Courtjudge saying this 
is absolutely Shinnecock land and we have the right to conduct economic 
development on it but New York State is keeping this lawsuit against us. 
At the same time, we’re struggling to feed our people and get diapers for 
our babies, so New York is really misguided and clearly in the wrong with 
this lawsuit.” 

Certainly, the second monument sign, with advertising opportunities, 
would help the Shinnecock Nation, as would a proposed rest stop, 
featuring a restaurant, stores and even a gas station. Schneiderman 
thinks this would be a good use of the land for both the Nation and 
the Town of Southampton. “I think it could be a tremendous economic 
generator for the Shinnecock,” he says. “At the same time, I think it could 
also provide lower-priced gas as well, so there is a benefit for everybody.” 

Schneiderman adds that Southampton has not joined New York State’s 
lawsuit regarding the billboards. “We are not trying to block construction 
of the second billboard,” he notes, but does acknowledge that he believes 
the sign is “out of character for the area and I was hoping the Shinnecock 
would pursue different approaches in economic development but that is 


what they’ve chosen. We can respectfully disagree but we’re not suing 
them for doing it.” The Town Supervisor also supported the Graves 
Protection Act, which was passed to protect unmarked graves found 
during land construction. 

But after centuries of conflict and challenges, and a people struggling 
with poverty in a town filled with wealth, the members of Shinnecock 
Nation want more to be done. While Troge hopes that with former 
Vice President Joe Biden projected to win the 2020 election, there 
will be more sensitivity to the needs of Indigenous people. “The Biden 
Administration is committed to Indian sovereignty, so I feel like it will 
be a guiding light,” she says. “How far it trickles down to the Town of 
Southampton and State of New York, I honestly don’t know, because 
they've been such an oppressive force for so long they can’t seem to 
shake it. 

“That’s one of the reasons we want Jay Schneiderman and Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo to come to Sovereignty Camp. We feel that maybe they 
don’t know all the history and maybe they need us to educate them on 
the exact history of what’s happening here so that they can see that their 
actions are continuing this horrible history.” 

The Sovereignty Camp is, according to Troge, a huge opportunity to 
teach people about the issues the Shinnecock face. “That’s what we’re 
trying to do—raise awareness and invite people to come down and 
become educated on these issues.”

he way we celebrate the holidays at home in 2020 is making a major 

shift, moving outdoors into the space traditionally reserved for sum- 
mertime gatherings. Seeing as this may be the first year you're hosting the 
holidays in your backyard, it may seem a little daunting, so East End experts 
are here to share their sage advice on topics ranging from outdoor space 
design to catering, so your relatives and friends can spread out, be safer, feel 
a bit more at ease and still celebrate in style. 

As you foray into outdoor hosting, the first thing to consider is the overall 
intent of your space. Will it be used only for small family dinners or large 
catered parties in the future? What else will your backyard be used for? 

“COVID was like the Big Bad Wolf that went into New York ey and 
scared everyone into their backyards. So now you have ; 6 
people in their backyard who have not necessarily had 
any time to value family time,” says Michael Gotowala, 
owner of Outdoor Kitchen Design Store, which has a 
showroom in Southampton Village. “People want some 
outdoor Zen space. They want to design and set up areas 
for the holidays where they can entertain, so a good 
design and a good comprehension of what you want to 
do in your backyard is the catalyst for how it should all 
lay out.” 

Outdoor kitchen designs have gotten so complex, 
Gotowala explains, that he’s now able to offer clients 
built-in ice makers, beverage coolers, ice drawers, cabi- 
nets, pizza ovens and a revolutionary workstation called 
a Galley sink, which has a horizontal layering system 
so colanders, cutting boards and drying racks can slide 
laterally, with dirty dishes down below. 

With holiday dinners traditionally taking place into 
the night, proper lighting and heating are essential to 
creating a comfortable outdoor space. “Because these parties are hosted 
well after the sunset into the darkness of the night, you really want the area 
to still feel affective, so outdoor lighting is [key],” Gotowala says. “When you 
have an overhead structure, you’re able to maximize your strategy because 
you can go up in those structures and do down lighting, you can create zone 
heating—if everybody is warm that’s another attribute when youre design- 
ing outdoor space for the holidays.” 

The market has a wide selection of outdoor heating options available 
today—from patio heaters and freestanding heaters to outdoor fireplaces

and firepits—but when it comes to heat output, propane-fueled heaters 
have the edge over electric options. “Electric heaters don’t radiate as well. 
Propane is an actual open flame, so it feels better and is conducting better,” 
explains William Alfonso-Zea, Suburban Propane Customer Service Center 
Manager. “We’ve had an influx of outdoor patio fireplaces installed. A lot of 
folks who are out here love the scenery, so they want to expand that outdoor 
feel.” 

This increased power comes with a need for additional caution, as one 
common mistake can result in fireballs and burns. “There is no safety 
built into an outdoor firepit or barbecue, for the most part, where if the 
wind knocks out your flame, the propane would stop.... A customer not 
really noticing it will just light a match and throw it in, not realizing that all 
that propane has accumulated, and someone could get hurt,” Alfonso-Zea 
explains. “The moment that your flame goes out, don’t 
automatically reignite it. Shut off your tank, let the gas- 
ses that you can’t see or smell dissipate into the environ- 
ment. Wait 10—15 seconds, turn on your tank again, and 
then ignite it. You don’t want to ignite a potential ball 
of flame!” 

Now that you’ve begun to conceptually shape your 
ideal outdoor hosting space, it’s time to think about 
catering. One of the most common mistakes that Erin 
Finley of Sydney’s “Taylor” Made Cuisine has noticed 
is that people tend to order by quantity without under- 
standing how much of any given food is likely to be eaten 
by each person. “Tell us how many people and what 
items you'd like, and we will figure out the quantities,” 
she recommends. “There are people who say, ‘I just need 
one pound of this,’ which never works.” 

While ordering pickup day-of or day-before means 
you can skip the prep and just pop dishes into the oven, 
hiring a catering staff allows you to fully enjoy your 
holiday with friends and family. However, as we enter the season of giving 
presents and giving thanks, it’s vitally important that we continue to think 
about everyone’s safety, and that includes the catering staff. 

“You can’t have a mask on when you eat, but you can have proper social 
distancing. Otherwise my staff is at risk,” says Jack Kelly, founder of JKC 
Collection and Pro-Eats. “There’s still such a weird ignorance that is out 
there. Like, ‘We’re all friends.” Well, that doesn’t matter! You just can’t 
track what 20 people’s social habits are.... I think it’s our social responsibil- 
ity to take care of everyone.”

A Would Premiere Opera Filmed Around the Would

6¢ How are we going to make a movie with the Atlantic 
Ocean in the middle?” 

That was the question on Spain-based director 
Anton Armendariz Diaz's mind when he was faced 
with a rather unique challenge back in May. Diaz was 
originally set to travel to the United States to direct the 
world premiere of Divaria Productions’ Rival Queens, 
a new opera about Mary Queen of Scots and her cousin, 
Queen Elizabeth I—the hour-long production will be 
screened virtually via Bay Street Theater on November 
12 and via Rites of Spring Music Festival on November 
14. Rival Queens was to combine the music of the 
seminal Donizetti's Maria Stuarda with the actual 
letters exchanged between the two women and dig 
deeper into both their lives. But thanks to COVID-19, 
the production would have to be put on hold—so Diaz 
and Divaria Productions’ Ashley Bell got creative and 
decided to film the show. 

Diaz and Bell got to work on adapting the production, 
which was originally supposed to have nine actors. “It 
was impossible to shoot nine actors, so we had to 
rewrite everything and I, as the director, had to make 
a plan and thought, how do I change this from a play 
into a movie?” Diaz recalls. “It was so challenging. I’m 
also in Spain, I had a six-hour difference. From time to 
time they'd be calling me and Id just give some advice 
through my cell phone!” 

Immediately, Bell and Diaz encountered challenges— 
including actors being scattered throughout the States. 
“The first problem—the tenor is in Chicago!” Diaz says. 
“The tenor recorded his pieces in New York, then we 
sent them to the soprano. In New York, they recorded 


her voice and the narrator, and they shot the video.” 
Scenes were shot professionally at the Heavenly 
Rest Church and St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York, 
and an editor in Spain put the finishing touches on the 
ambitious production. There were also a few scenes 
filmed in Spain for establishing and transitional shots, 
and certain exteriors, like the Tower of London, were

B o Bartlett talks about this week’s 
cover, inspired by an experience he 
had in Maine, as well as his new feature 
film, his family and more. 


What was the inspiration for 
this piece? 

“The Watercolorist” was painted after 
a passing hurricane on Wheaton Island 
in Maine. We’d had some guests out to 
the island and after the hurricane passed, 
the waves were huge. We walked around 
the island, and I saw a friend against the 
sea with the large rolling waves. I decided 
then to paint it and did a small thumbnail 
sketch on the spot. It is not unusual to see 
me out here on the rocks painting like this 
during the summer months. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 

Usually I'll see something, either in real life or in a 
dream, and it'll get me going. Say it’s a guy on a bike, 
riding in slow motion as we pass him in a car. It will 
strike me on a deep level and it’ll resonate and vibrate 
throughout my entire body. I’ll have to get it down. So 
I always keep a small sketchbook with me to record 
everything. These sketchbooks are a treasure trove of 
ideas and half-thoughts. I save them up until they want 
to come out, until I’ve figured out, in part, what they 
might mean, what they might say. They are like mise- 
en-scéne in a film. One image can tell the whole story. 

Then I usually stage the scene anew, having friends 
or actors pose for the recreated scene. I draw a lot and 


take a few reference photos, then it’s off to the races. 
Each painting takes a few months to paint—after years 
of dreaming about it. 


Talk about your art style. 

I don’t have a style. I just paint. I try to disappear so 
that it’s not about the hand of the artist. I’m channeling 
the divine energy. The world is spinning and we are 
pulled down to the planet by gravity, and we know 
nothing about what all of this really is. We do what we 
do to distract ourselves so that we don’t have time to 
really think about it too much, because if we did we’d 
slide off the rails or our heads would explode. I paint to

constructed in 3D. It’s a far cry from the typical Zoom 
reading of plays we’ve become accustomed to.

have a task at hand. It gives me something 
to get out of bed for.

If you weren’t an artist 
what would you be doing? 

I'd be involved in my other love— 
filmmaking. I love movies. They are so 
challenging. Although I went to film 
school in my 20s at NYU, I’ve gotten a late 
start at actually directing. Oh, we've made 
documentaries, but features? That’s where 
my heart is. Our first is getting released 
in the new year, Things Don’t Stay Fixed, 
from Lionsgate. Very Exciting! I have so 
many film ideas. I hope to live another 
50 years to make them all! 


What inspires you the most? 

My wife Betsy, Eby is a constant 
inspiration, and my sons Man and Will. 
My friend Andrew Wyeth still inspires me, 
although I miss him terribly. His advice and tutelage 
and vast body of work still inspires me. And, of course, 
I love film and music. I have a radio show, ArtHaus 
Radio, on a little college radio station in my hometown 
Columbus, GA.

he practice of medicine 

is rapidly changing. 
Physicians can no longer 
afford to keep small, 
private practices with 
personalized care open for 
business. Soaring medical 
malpractice premiums along 
with high rent costs, staff 
salaries and uncompensated 
administrative burdens 
have physicians searching 
for a more cost- 
effective solution. 

The Affordable Care Act, with high deductibles, 
turned doctors into collection agencies chasing unpaid 
deductibles. Many are finding the only alternative is 
to become employees of a large healthcare system or 
group. These systems tend to require physicians to 
keep referrals “in house,” essentially crushing small 
private practices that are not in their network. Hedge 
funds and venture capitalists who are buying up these 
practices are finding out that physician productivity 
drops once doctors become 9-5 employees. Patients 
don’t like the new medicine where they are rushed in 
and out of an appointment while the doctor is busy 
inputting data on a tablet or computer. 

There is a growing national movement of patients 
seeking private care, concierge care and integrative 
medicine. These patients are seeking an attentive 
physician who will give them the time and attention 
they require to seek and get answers for their visit. 
I had the opportunity to speak with Dr. Magdalena 
Swierczewski, a board-certified internal medicine 
doctor who received her training at NYU Medical 
Center in New York. When asked what is integrative 
medicine, Dr. Swierczewski explained that it is a 
healing-oriented medicine that takes account of the 
whole person (body, mind and spirit), including all 
aspects of lifestyle. It emphasizes the therapeutic 
relationship and makes use of 
all appropriate therapies, both 
conventional and alternative. 

As defined by the National 
Center for Complementary 
and Alternative Medicine 
(CAM) and Integrative Health 
at the National Institutes 
of _—_ Health, “Integrative 
medicine combines the 
mainstream medical therapies 
and CAM therapies for 
which there is some _high- 
quality scientific evidence 
of safety and effectiveness. 
Integrative health care often 
brings conventional and 
complementary approaches 
together in a_ coordinated 
way. It emphasizes a holistic, 
patient-focused approach to 
healthcare and wellness—often 
including mental, emotional, 
functional, spiritual, social 
and community aspects—and 
treating the whole person rather than, for example, 
ohe organ system. It aims for well-coordinated care 
between different providers and institutions.” 

When I asked Dr. Swierczewski what are the 
principles of integrative medicine, she explained that

it was a partnership between patient and practitioner 
in the healing process and the appropriate use of 
conventional and alternative methods to facilitate the 
body’s innate healing response. She went on to say that 
they consider all factors that influence health, wellness 
and disease, including mind, spirit and community as 
well as body. They adhere to a philosophy that neither 
rejects conventional medicine nor accepts alternative 
therapies uncritically. Dr. Swierczewski recognizes 
that good medicine should be based in good science, be 
inquiry driven, and be open to new paradigms as well as 
using natural, effective and less invasive interventions 
whenever possible. 

She also tries to use broader 
concepts of the promotion 
of health and prevention of 
illness as well as the treatment 
of disease. One of the goals 
as physician educators is the 
training of practitioners to be 
models of health and healing, 
committed to the process 
of self-exploration and self- 
development. Dr. Swierczewski 
stated, “My mission is to help 
each patient achieve their 
optimal health through various 
treatment modalities, which 
are founded in Conventional 
aswell as __ Integrative 
Complementary Medicine. My 
goal is to choose scientifically 
validated therapies from 
both conventional and CAM 
systems. I am not wedded to 
a particular dogma, Western 
or Eastern, only to the get-the- 
patient-better philosophy.” 

All acute and chronic medical problems and concerns 
are addressed using conventional internal medicine 
along with (if requested) Integrative Complimentary 
Medicine to achieve optimal health. Her practice offers 
24/7 access to her via phone, email or video, face-

to-face extended appointment time (90-120 minute 
initial visit), same-day sick visits, and home visits/ 
house calls. 

I asked the doctor if the patient would be seeing 
her or a medical assistant, which seems to be the 
new normal, and she responded by telling me in her 
practice she spends two hours with her patient on 
the initial visit. Followup exams are one hour, during 
which physical exams are done with vitals; bloodwork 
and labs are reviewed as well as medication and 
supplement reviews, along with a medical plan. In 
most conventional offices, the patient is lucky to get 
15 minutes with the physician, and sometimes they are 
only seen by the physician’s assistant. Dr. Swierczewski 
stressed that her practice is focused on face-to-face 
patient-to-doctor extended visits. 

Dr. Swierczewski limits the number of patients 
in her practice. This enables her to give the highest 
quality of care to each and every patient. She prides 
herself on getting to know her patients well on a 
medical and personal level as it pertains to their 
medical treatment. By doing this, she stressed that she 
can better understand and discover the root cause of 
disease which allows her to formulate a treatment plan 
that heals the patient and creates their optimal health. 

The last question I posed to Dr. Swierczewski was 
why she went into medicine. Her response was that she 
comes from a long line of doctors, teachers and artists. 
She enjoys working with people and getting to know 
them with the intention of helping them get back to 
balance with body, mind and soul. “There are not many 
things more satisfying than truly helping transform a 
person’s life to optimal health and wellness.” 

It seems like private care is growing in America like 
Harley Street in London, where people seek private 
care outside the long waits and rationed care of 
socialized medicine.

A TOAST TO 
THANKSGIVING 


JAMES MALLIOS KYLIE MONOGAN 
eaujolais...for Thanksgiving? Groundbreaking. 

Though popping Beaujolais Nouveau to pair with 
turkey and gravy has become an American cliché, there 
is so much more to the world of Beaujolais beyond this 
simple juice. Once the toast of the fall dining table, 
Beaujolais Nouveau peaked hard in the mid-’9o0s. 
However, by the time Carrie Bradshaw was back with 
Mr. Big (for the second time), the Beaujolais market 
was in such a tough spot that the majority of grapes 
were sold as industrial alcohol or left to rot on the vine. 
The American thirst for easy-drinking, sweet and basic 
Beaujolais Nouveau had vanished along with the plaid 
and grunge of the 90s. 

Since their fall from fame, Beaujolais producers 
have done a complete 180 to focus on well-made, 
low-intervention wines that clearly express their 
individual terroir—much to the wine world’s delight. 
Beyond Beaujolais and _ Beaujolais-Village, the 
entry-level designations for the region, there are 
10 Crus—sub-regions that share similar geological 
characteristics in the vineyards and tasting notes in 
the glass. 

The 10 Crus include Saint-Amour, Julienas, Chenas, 
Chiroubles, Fleurie, Moulin-a-Vent, Morgon, Regnie 
and Cote de Brouilly/Brouilly. All red wines from this 
region must be made with the Gamay grape, making 
any tasting of these wines a deep-dive into the nuances 
of this grape as expressed through the lens of each of 
these 10 different regions. 

We love Cru Beaujolais for its acidity and structure 
on the dinner table, for its superb value and consistency 
in restaurants, and its “crowd pleaser” status as a 
recommendation to friends and family. Try them all 
this fall, and start with a few of our favorites: 


MOULIN-A-VENT 

Perhaps the greatest match with the American 
palate, Moulin-a-Vent is famous for its structure and 
aging potential (10 to 20 years from harvest). It is one 
of the few Beaujolais wines to be aged in oak casks, 
adding tannins, structure and length. As it ages, the 
youthful notes of cherry (both of fruit and blossoms) 
are matured into a sophisticated expression of truffle, 
spice and violet. 

Moulin-a-Vent wine labels are typically bestowed 
with the image of the commune’s iconic windmill 
(Moulin is French for mill), and legend has it that 
the best grapes come from the area directly around 
the windmill where the pink granite soil is at 
its peak. 


Pair With: Duck breast, Thanksgiving turkey, 
lasagna 

Quick Notes:

MORGON 

Morgon is a favorite for collectors and wine geeks, 
with a sterling record for aging gracefully. Its soil has 
the somewhat unappetizing name of Roche Pourrie or 
“rotten rock,” owing to the fact that the flakey, crumbly 
rocks are actually almost completely eroded schist and 
ancient volcanic soils. 

Because its aging abilities are so legendary, “Morgon” 
is now often used as a verb to describe the maturing 
process of the wine as it turns from a young, fruity 
Beaujolais to a more serious quaffer, redolent of a 
Burgundian Pinot Noir. 

Pair With: Beef tacos, cherry cheesecake, bacon 

Quick Notes: Powerful, ripe cherry, meaty 


FLEURIE 
Fleurie is the most feminine 
of all Beaujolais, with delicate,

furthest North. Local lore credits the name to Saint 
Amateur, a Roman soldier who escaped death in battle 
and established a monastery in the commune that later 
became Saint-Amour. : 

Saint-Amour comes in two styles—one is light, fruity 
and easy-drinking, meant to be consumed young, while 
the other is bold, intense and structured and can be 
enjoyed four to 12 years after the harvest. Because the 
topography of the region combines hillside vineyards 
and warm, dry winds, the instance of fungal disease 
is rarer than any other Beaujolais region and organic 
farming is easily attained.

Brouilly is famous for its volcanic rock and “Brouilly 
blue stone” that, along with a healthy dose of sunshine, 
give the wine a powerful, mineral and spicy character.

Christ taught 
that before one makes an offering to God, he or she must be reconciled to 
his/her brother or sister. As Americans, now is the time to be reconciled 


to one another. We have too much to do, and we can only do it together. Ba.

How many of you have found your important relationships 
damaged by opinions about the recent election? It might feel good to be right 
and morally superior, but I promise you that it’s not as good as the feeling 
of having a loving family, solid relationships and a sense of national unity. 


This is the time for us to dig down and unearth the values that will guide 
us through the next chapters of our country’s story. There is much more 
that unites us than divides us, but it will take a recalibration of our focus to 
reunify all that has fallen into disarray. 4

Hampton Synagogue Unveils Childxen’s Centex in

hile much has been stifled during the COVID-19 pandemic, the Hampton 
Synagogue in Westhampton Beach is pressing ahead with a plan to expand its 
services and to ready its youth during a period of growth in its community. 

Hampton Synagogue, now in its 30th year, has announced plans for a children’s 
center and a Holocaust memorial—that will be the first in the Hamptons, Rabbi 
Marc Schneier says—across the street from the synagogue on a newly purchased 
property at 142 Mill Road, at the corner of Sunset Avenue, until recently the home 
of the Mill Roadhouse restaurant. 

The center will be called Jack’s House, in memory of Jack Gora, a founding 
benefactor who died earlier this year. Gora, who was born in Poland in 1920, was a 
Holocaust survivor, having spent seven years in lumber camps in Siberia and in coal 
mines during his conscription in the Russian army. Even though he lost so much, 
including his father and sister in the Holocaust, “He was that perennial optimist,” 
Schneier says. “The tragedies and unspeakable anguish he suffered in his childhood 
only elevated his commitment and drove his determination in seeing a Jewish 
community develop here in the Hamptons.” 

“We are determined to have this facility known as Jack’s House up and running 
by next summer,” the rabbi adds. 

The center is part of a master plan for a children’s campus that includes the house 
and property directly behind it, which the synagogue already owns, on the corner 
of Sunset Avenue and Brook Road. Renovation plans on that property, not to be 
undertaken until 2022, include a pool, playground and basketball court, as well as 
a security fence and privet hedgerow around the entire property, according to an 
information brochure. 

What the Holocaust memorial will look like exactly is still being discussed. 
Schneier says it’s “not only about remembrance, it’s a public commitment to the 
values of tolerance, understanding, cooperation, inter-religious, inter-cultural, 
dialogue, which is sorely lacking in our country right now.” 

The synagogue bought the two-story, half-brick building at 142 Mill Road for 
$1.8 million, closing on October 21. All told, with the building acquisition, the 
project’s estimated cost will be about $6 million. 

Plans for the 5,667-square-foot building are to renovate and refurbish the space, 
creating a modern facility in which the synagogue can offer a full program of spiritual 
education experiences and social activities. “The signature piece of the building will 
be the children’s chapel,” Schneier says, where children can be dropped off for their 
own Sabbath services, which the synagogue cannot currently offer. 

A small glass addition is proposed to the rear of the second story, for the 
children’s chapel, but Hermon J. Bishop, an attorney for the synagogue, explains 
the overall square footage of the building is actually being reduced by 176 square 
feet because a bar mezzanine will be demolished, bringing the size of the building 
to 5,491 square feet. 

Though not a historic landmark, the building may be one of the more historic

structures in Westhampton Beach, according to Bishop, who also happens to be 
the co-president of the Westhampton Beach Historical Society. Mechanic’s Hall, 
as it was known, was built in 1906 by the Junior Order of American Mechanics for 
$7,000. It was used as an assembly hall and hosted dances, meetings, movies and 
theater productions, he says. After the 1938 Hurricane damaged the school, it was 
even temporarily used as a schoolhouse. During World War II, “it was the scene of 
many a meeting between servicemen and eligible young ladies,” Bishop says. 

It became “a rowdy cabaret, dance studio” in the 1970s, and later a restaurant 
that would turn into a nightclub after hours ,causing such a disturbance that the 
village brought a lawsuit and tried to shut it down. 

Plans for Jack’s House have been submitted to the Westhampton Beach Planning 
Board for a change of use. Bishop says he feels that though it is a religious use they 
seek, it does, in essence, bring the building back to its original intent as an assembly 
hall, meeting place and community center. Planting, lighting and parking will also 
be discussed. 

As a history buff and 14th generation resident of Westhampton, he said he is 
thrilled the synagogue chose to keep the building. Small windows on the front of 
the building are going to be replaced and elongated, in keeping with the period the 
building was built. “They could have bulldozed it down and put up glass and steel 
like they are doing on Riverhead Road,” he says. 

“Building and expanding—particularly in these times—is a testament to the 
congregation and its generation, and it’s also a demonstration of our faith and 
conviction that things are only going to get better,” Schneier says. He believes 
it may be the only synagogue in the country taking on a building project at this 
time. The synagogue has received a “magnanimous outpouring of support from 
the congregation,” in part, he believes, because people are looking to be a part of 
something inspirational, something that brings hope during this dark time. “It is 
something for people to galvanize around,” he says. 

The Hampton Synagogue was the first to reopen during the pandemic, just 
as Governor Andrew Cuomo appointed Schneier one of his special advisors on 
religious services. His is also the only orthodox synagogue that televises Sabbath 
weekend services, reaching more than 200,000 homes across America and even 
globally, he says. 

The synagogue’s Jewish film festival, a summer tradition for 17 years, went on 
even though the theater it has long used, the Hampton Arts Cinema, was closed 
(and will not reopen its doors, at least not as a movie theater. It was purchased 
by a synagogue benefactor years ago, and plans for the property remain unclear). 
The film festival was held as a drive-in at the nearby Gabreski Airport in July and 
August. 

“Not only do I minister to a burgeoning Jewish community here in Westhampton 
Beach, but there are a number of new families moving here because of COVID-19,” 
the rabbi says, noting that the synagogue must plan for its next generation, “so we 
also need to respond to the fact that this is an ever-growing Jewish community here 
right now.” gi.
